WASHINGTON,  (UPI),  — The 
Supreme  Court  cleared  the  way 
Monday  for  the  nation’s  rail- 
roads to  begin  eliminating  the 
jobs  of  firemen  under  the  decis- 
ion of  a compulsory  arbitration 
board.

unions  on  the  arbitration  means 
that  the  layoffs  can  begin  May 
7.  Up  to  30,000  firemen  eventual- 
ly could  be  eliminated,  and  the 
status  of  19,000  other  crewmen 
was  still  in  doubt. 

'The  first  to  be  dismissed  un- 
der the  arbitration  will  be  diesel 
firemen  with  less  than  two  years’ 
service.  In  addition,  the  railroads 
are  entitled  to  cut  back  on  the 
number  of  firemen  by  not  replac- 
ing those  who  retire,  transfer  or 
otherwise  give  up  their  jobs. 

THE  COURT  decision  against 
hearing  arguments  in  the  dispute 
came  five  days  after  President 
Johnson  won  a strike-averting 
agreement  from  the  railroads  and 
the  unions  on  a series  of  other 
work  issues  which  were’  unaf- 
fected by  the  arbitration. 

The  railroads  claim  that  the 
elimination  of  the  jobs  wall  save 
an  estimated  $250  million  a year. 
The  arbitration  is  binding  over 
the  next  two  years. 

IT  WAS  ordered  by  Congress 
last  session  when  the  government 
had  exhausted  all  ordinary  set- 
tlement  machinery  under  the 
Railroad  Labor  Act^and  a strike 
loomed. 

The  arbitration  was  confined, 
however,  to  two  issues:  'The  use 
of  firemen  in  freight  and  yard 
service,  and  the  size  of  crews 
outside  the  engine  cab. 

PRESIDENT  H.  E.  Gilbert  of 
the  Fireman’s  Union  has  an- 
nounced he  win  tr>’  to  halt  re- 
moval of  firemen  when  the  arbi- 
tral^ion  award  expires  in  two 
years.  In  addition,  firemen  cannot 
be  eliminated  in  states  which 
have  full  crew  laws.  Among  them 
are  New  York  and  California.
